lev's term expires lirst. and he is al- 
ro:it!v old enough to entitle him to 
retirement. Justices Field and Waitc 
\vil! be seventy years old in November, 
IHliCi. and Justice Miller will lie seventy 
ou the Uth of April of that year. 


Justice Bradley will retire with a 


fortune, 
lie is wortli over half a min- 


ion and he has one of '.he finest libraries 
in 
Washington.

Bench 
since 
1870, 


and had niado a fortune as a railroad 
lawyer before that. Like many great 
lawyers his hobby is mathematics, and 
he works out geometric prpblems for 
reereatinn. 
Jiradley, it was said, was 


iiitrndod for the ministry. 
His father 


was a farmer, but ho was well enough 
oil' to send him to Rutgers College, 
whore he graduated in the same class 
with the late Secretary Frelinghuysen. 
Though hu is seventy .years .old, ho 
looks younger, and will probaby bo 
able to follow the present fashion and 
complete a book of reminiscences be-1 
tore, he dies.

Hc'ujir—Whim it Will ho Completed. 


On tlio summit of Mount Hamilton 


n California will bo found a splendid 
jbscrvatory, which is only awaiting a 
jreat telescope to be ready for use. 
J'liis observatory was brought into ex- 
sU'iicc by tho will of an eccentric Cali- 
lonia millionaire named Lick. 
This 


Heaven-observing 
institution 
would 


aow be in practical operation were it 
not for llio unfortunate failure of the 
L 
rl:iss makers to produce a piece of 


crown glass of the si'/.c and perfection 
rcipiired lor the objective of tho tele- 
scope. It is now reported that the new 
management of tbe lirm of Feil, of 
Paris, has already overcome the, difli- 
:;nllies incident to tin; making of the 
irreat disc; and if no accident shall 
iiappen, it is to be expected that the 
("larks of Cambridge-port will have 
begun their work of figuring it before 
the end of tho corning summer. 
The 


length of t.imo which lliis operation 
will eonsunio is uncertain, but
